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Tuberculosis

club physician being final in all doubtful cases.

Object The object of Lake Placid Club is by co- 
operation to secure among congenial people and 
beautiful natural surroundings the advantages 
of an ideal vacation or permanent country home, 
with the highest standards of health, comfort, 
rest, and attractiv recreations both summer and 
winter, at as moderate cost as consistent with its 
standards. It is organized and administerd 
solely to give the greatest possible new health 
and strength for the coming year for the time and 
money spent, and differs as much from atmosfere, 
spirit and management of a hotel as a refined 
private home from a conventional boarding 
house. A leading purpose is to show practically 
that the most attractiv home and table may also 
in the highest degree illustrate the teachings of 
modern science as to health and home comforts. 
The club is not open to the public and there- 
fore can not advertise, but grows thru personal 
invitations extended b}^ members to those who 
sympathize with its ainis and are likely to add to 
its attractions. It regards specially : i) chil- 
dren and families; 2) the overworkt or con- 
valescent needing special bilding up for the com- 
ing year's work; 3) the athletic who wish the 
best possible opportunities and facilities for out-

door life. Its standard is sumd up in the trus- 
tees' rule that everything affecting health must 
be done and every room bilt, fumisht and cared 
for as conscientiously as if for a private owner. 
Most unusual advantages have been secured by 
15 years of earnest, skilful, conscientious work 
and liberal expenditure. 

Estate In working out the plan it was found 
that the original 5 acres on which Bonnyblink 
(predecessor of the present Lakeside clubhouse) 
was opend in 1895, must be protected by owning 
the rest of the property on the east or ^Morning 
side' of the lake. Over 100 pieces of real estate 
were bought in completing this property and in 
getting needed land on the larger lake, at Adiron- 
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Estate 9 

dack lodge, and for the club farms. The original 
plan of a Wilderness century club, strictly 
limited to loo members, was found impracticable 
without seriously increasing pro rata fixt charges. 
Members each year demanded more and more. 
Numbers had to be largely increast to secure 
needed annual income for maintaining standards 
establisht. Property bought to protect fully 
from undesirable neighbors was costly and if 
held must be utilized or 6% interest would be 
too great a burden. After 5 years experiment, 
with growing evidence that the cooperativ plan 
adopted would be successful in a markt degree, 
it was determind to retain most of the whole 
great estate, selling off only detacht parts, because 
it was felt that the most desirable neighbors 
would be colonies similar to that already started 
and that their character, efficiency and economic 
management demanded that they should be not 
independent, but a part of the enlarged club 
plan. 

Near the central clubhouses land will be neither 
sold nor least. Farther away long leases will be 
given on favorable terms to desirable applicants 
who wish to bild where they can share the great 
advantages of club facilities. 

The club now has about 6000 acres: park, 
golf links, forest, fields and farms, on lakes

ings, large and small, with over 50 residence 
houses, including 4 completely equipt central 
clubhouses. 

Adirondack Lodge The Forest branch, Adiron- 
dack Lodge, 640 acres bought in 1900, was chosen 
30 years ago by experts after long search for the 
choicest square mile in the whole 4,000,000 acre 
forest. 

The great forest fire of 1903, which destroyd 
the Lodge and its 16 subsidiary bildings, for- 
tunately spared most of the trails and scenery 
which made the Lodge famous. A temporary 
lodge and a stable with 6 stalls have been bilt, 
and a 100 acre island of safety cleard, so that the 
rebilt Lodge will be safe from forest fires. This 
tract with its 50 miles of trails thru the forest to 
the great peaks and passes, caves and cascades, 
has been known for 30 years as the best point of 
the Adirondacks for camping parties and moun- 
tain, climbing. It is 10 miles from Morningside 
on the site selected from the entire forest as best 
deserving the name 'Heart of the Adirondacks.' 
Baedeker's famous guidebook pronounces some 
of this scenery about the Lodge and the neigh- 
boring Indian and Avalanch passes *among the 
grandest in the New World.' 
Moose island and Lake Placid This largest and 
most beautiful island of the Adirondacks, 500 
acres, looks out on a circle of mountains rising 
from the water's edge, is coverd with virgin 
forest and rises gradually to a center 390 feet 
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Farms 1 5 

above the lake. There is no more charming 
place for a day in the woods, camp dinners, or 
for the Island club house, to be bilt later for 
those who prefer seclusion. An open log camp 
with big stone fireplace and detacht table pavilion, 
bilt in 1907, has proved a great favorit with 
winter as well as summer campers.

are not wanted/ 
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Distinctiv features The club has clearly defined 
features which distinguish it from other clubs as 
well as from hotels. It has no bar or cigar 
stand, no gambling, stock ticker, partizan 
politics, sensationalism or similar ^excitements* 
and allows no liquor in its public rooms. It has 
no pretentious menu, no noise after 10 p.m., no 
beggars, tramps, pedlers, 'entertainers' or other 
solicitors, and no transients. It disapproves 
elaborate jewelry, toilets, display or fashion. 
By common consent men do not wear evening 
dress at the club. It encourages early hours, 
informality, comfort and simplicity. Fees and 
tips are absolutely prohibited, as in all well 
managed clubs. 

It does,however,have larger and better grounds 
and bildings, better beds, more open fires, baths, 
lavatories, libraries, inclosed sun piazzas, and 
other comforts and conveniences ; very unusual 
protection against fire, drowning and other 
accidents, organized fire and lake patrol; sani- 
tary precautions thoro in fact and not simply on 
paper, cleanliness in and out of sight ; complete 
provision for the largest variety of attractiv and 
healthful outdoor and indoor recreations; a 
* health menu' without extra charge for those 
who prefer it; a tea room for light refreshments. 
The table is not that of a hotel but of a private 
home able to command the best. The club has 
fresh vegetables from its own gardens. Its cows 
are the only tuberculin tested herd here. ^Tho 
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usually 25 to 40 cows in a 100 are tubercular, the 
state veterinary after recent searching tests 
certified that every one of our 210 was free from 
the dread disease, now proved to be communi- 
cable thru milk. The club poultry plant with its 
thousands of white leghorns is already famous. 
To the club library of 50 periodicals and several 
thousand carefully chosen volumes, new books 
are added each month. Table and houses are in 
charge of recognized experts in domestic science, 
who have a fixt salary with no selfish interest in 
receipts. Prominent workers in the new science 
of home economics, of which the annual national 
conference is regularly held at the club, serve as 
advisory council. The chief distinctiv feature 
is provision for freedom of choice to suit various 
individual tastes and needs. 
Cooperation The club is the practical and 
economical solution to one of the most perplex- 
ing problems of modem life: how to get from 
the annual outing the most new strength and 
health for the coming year's work. Cooperation 
among congenial people has solvd many other 
problems, and is specially adapted to this. 
Several essentials to a satisfactory vacation can 
be controld only by organization among those of 
similar tastes and means : e.g. location, houses, 
people admitted; table, beds, sanitary condi- 
tions; ample piazzas, grounds and walks; and 
various comforts, conveniences and amusements. 
In most resorts something is so unsatisfactory as 
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to menace health or comfort and forbid a return. 
By well administerd cooperation much of the 
waste of summer hotels is avoided, and those 
wishing the same things can get them without 
paying also for what they do not wish. 

All receipts from table, kitchen, service, 
laundries, livery, boats, excursions, golf, ath-

letics, and other amusements, telegraf, post 
office, barber shop, etc. are spent without 
profit to the club, to make each department the 
best possible for the total income available. 
The larger the receipts the better will be the 
club for that year. Thru advice of the council 
of representativ members, standards and methods 
are made what the club as a whole prefers in its 
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country home. Members assume no risk of 
deficits. They pay a fixt price to cover actual 
cost of maintenance and a reasonable rent for 
the completely furnisht plant bilt and maintaind 
for their special use. 

The Lake Placid Co. is a corporation composed 
>?vholly of club members who. own this plant, 
furnish needed capital and assume all risks and 
responsibilities and accept as interest on their 
investment the rent receivd from houses and 
rooms after payment of fuel, light, water, police, 
fire and sanitary protection, insurance, taxes, 
deterioration, losses and repairs. Members thus 
get the benefit of cooperation without the finan- 
cial risks inevitable if they ownd the costly 
plant, or the indefinitness if cost were not 
decided till the season's accounts were balanced. 
Cost By this cooperativ plan, members get 
their outing without business or housekeeping 
cares or worry, and without financial liability or 
investment beyond membership dues. Exper- 
ience shows that average cost would be more for 
equal accommodations at hotels, which lack the 
charm of a congenial private club. This saving 
is possible because : 

I Many things charged as extras at hotels 
are free, e. g. hot and cold baths in all public 
bathrooms ; excursion and picnic lunches ; local, 
club and room telefones ; bath cabins (60) with 
turkish towels; athletic fields, tennis and other 
courts (17); flowers; dark rooms, etc. Besides

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the club library (see p. 29, 89), the public library 
on the west lakeshore, just opposit Lakeside club- 
house, is also free to all club members. The club 
pays higher wages and strictly prohibits fees and 
tips. 

Living at the club is not cheap, because essen- 
tials required by club standards of health, 
comfort, and safety are expensiv even when 
fumisht without profit. Thousands of dollars 
which a hotel run on a commercial basis would 
save are spent each year on special efforts to 
secure the purest of water, milk, eggs and other 
table supplies and in unusual precautions against 
fire, accidents, epidemics and other dangers. 

2 Prices of meals, service, laundry, livery, 
autos, boats, golf, and other amusements, etc. 
cover only actual cost of maintenance, thus 
saving usual profits: e. g. most private baths 
which bring $15 a week at hotels are only $7; 
apoUinaris and similar waters sold at 40c or 50c 
for quarts and 25c for pints are 25c and 15c. 

3 All expenses of newspaper and agency 
advertising for guests each year are saved, as 
the club has in its members a permanent con- 
stituency wishing to bring or send desirable 
friends. This plan both enlarges numbers and 
so reduces average expenses, thus giving all 
better returns for prices fixt and insuring also 
agreeable companionship. 

4 Half rates for rooms, baths, boats and 
billiards, etc. before July i and after Sep. 30 
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lengthen the season, and the many families who 
live all summer at the club keep the houses full, 
with consequent income, to a degree not possible 
in a hotel. 

5 Annual dues of members paid every season 
till they resign, whether they come or not, are used 
for music, oflfice and similar club expenses for that 
season. Life members invest $1000 in 6% pre- 
ferd stock or pay a single fee of $200 ; life associates 
invest $200 or pay a single fee of $50; annual 
members pay $30, annual associates $10 each 
January. Membership circular gives full details. 

6 Our skilful managers study the rare art of 
maintaining without lavish expenditure the high 
standards desired by those seeking complete 
comfort and freedom from petty annoyances. 
We buy at lowest wholesale rates for cash, and 
waste, so serious in hotels, is reduced to a 
minimum by special efforts of the staff aided by 
members, each having a direct interest in every 
saving, as prices must be higher or quality poorer 
without such cooperation. 

Members can still further reduce living ex- 
penses by taking L. P. Co. securities and getting 
extra discounts, by bilding or leasing cottages 
or suites in advance, or by complete or partial 
housekeeping with the privilege of buying from 
the club any food supplies, cookt or uncookt. 
Total expenses, specially for families, can thus 
be made much lower than the charge for less 
desirable accommodations in the best hotels. 
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Investments The club's chief need is working 
capital. Members who furnish money for either 
houses or equipment, or invest in our stock or 
bonds, are therefore alio wd privileges or discounts 
equal to double savingsbank interest and are 
given first choice of rooms. This saves money 
to the member and is an advantage to the club, 
as it can save more than the extra interest allowd 
by taking advance cash discounts in buying. 
The treasurer will gladly prove to members 
interested the economy and exceptional safety 
of such investments. 

Prices Board and room cost from $17.50 to 
$73-50 a week according to size of room, time of 
year and length of stay. Meals and rooms are 
charged separately. If 2 or more occupy one 
room it greatly reduces cost, as only one third 
extra is charged for each additional adult and 
nothing for children under 12 years. There are 
rooms at 13 prices, from 50c to $6 a day, to pro- 
vide for those who wish to economize closely and 
also for those who wish every comfort and 
luxury. Price of rooms covers not only their 
care and maintenance but also that of the whole 
great estate including public rooms and various 
privileges free to all.

Half rates To induce visits out of the crowded 
season, rooms, private baths, boats, pool, bil- 
liards, golf, etc. are only half price before July i 
and after Sep. 30. 

Season The season with full staff in all depart- 
ments is from June 30 to October i. Midseason 
is from July 15 to Sep. 15. Forest clubhouse is 
open all the year with full service and as many 
other winter houses as the number in residence 
requires. Lakeside clubhouse is open from Maj^ 
3 1 to Nov. I , but for part of June and October 
meals may be taken at Forest Hall. Iroquois is 
open July i to Sep. 20, and Mohawk from July 15 
to Sep. 15.

The air is like wine and the cool days 
are perfect for mountain climbing and forest 
excursions without annoyance from insect pests.

For driving, walking, cycling, golf, in short for 
everything indoors and out, except swimming 
and August crowds, these are by unanimous 
verdict much the best days of the year. A choice 
company stays each year and all who can control 
their time are strongly advised to share the 'club 
June and October.' 
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Clubhouses For those who prefer the more 
homelike atmosfere of smaller numbers, there 
are 3 smaller clubhouses, fully maintaining the 
table standards and having exactly the same club 
privileges as at the oldest and largest center. 
Lakeside, which seats 500. " The Winter club- 
house, only 3 minutes south on the lake front and 
open all the year, is limited to 200. Iroquois 
clubhouse and 7 cottages 10 minutes (half a 
mile) east hold 100. Mohawk, 400 ft east of 
Iroquois, holds 50. The majority prefer to be at 
the 2 larger centers. There are smaller dining- 
rooms, made by glass partitions for those who 
dislike the noise and sense of numbers inseparable 
from a single great dining hall. A minority 
greatly prefer the quieter life at the smaller 
centers, which are so near that they readily share 
all club attractions. Carriages at nominal rates 
run between clubhouses in bad weather or when- 
ever needed. 

Abundant hot water is fumisht for 411 baths 
and lavatories, and 493 radiators supplement 161 
open, fires.

All 4 clubhouses are integral parts of the same

They simply 
walk farther to reach certain central public 
rooms than those living on the lake front, while 
they have greater quiet in their rooms and at 
meals. This plan enables members to enjoy 
the obvious advantages and avoid the objections 
of both large and small centers . 
Fire protection Most summer resorts are the 
worst fire traps in which well to do people ever 
sleep. Under guidance of the best experts the 
club has spent over $10,000 to gard against fire. 
A 40 hp gasolene Fairbanks engine installd on 
the lake, with 35 full size city hydrants encircling 
the clubhouses, can flood any part with the 
inexhaustible lake water. This engine is started 
daily, in addition to regular fire drills. The 
streams have been turnd on in 40 seconds after 
a test alarm. The town reservoirs give us 
3,000,000 gallons under 220 ft head on Mt 
Whitney, and 250,000 gallons with 100 ft head. 
There are also 4 club reservoirs including 200,000 
gallons with 100 ft head and 50,000 gallons with 
120 ft head. Hose lines run to all parts of the 
bildings and there are 400 chemical extin- 
guishers, with 500 firepails under daily inspection 
of a careful fire patrol and an engineer in charge 
of protectiv appliances. Covert and other es- 
capes are provided wherever necessary to insure 
safety. 

The central powerhouse with boilers of 300 hp 
and space for 700 hp when needed furnishes 
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steam for heat and power enough to eliminate all 
boilers, heaters and stoves from the principal 
administrativ and residence bildings. 

Theclubhasestablisht a new standard of safety 
against fire, the gravest danger of country places. 
Members leave their families at the club with 
entire confidence, when they would not let them 
sleep a night in the average summer hotel. 
Insurance experts, after inspection, reduced 
insurance far below hotel rates, thus verifying 
our claims. 

Amusements The club provides horses, autos, 
boats, launches, golf and all desirable sports and 
indoor games and amusements, and whatever else 
is attractiv and practicable in such a vacation 
' home. The summer problem has no greater 
diflficulty for families than to find recreations 
which strongly attract young and old, give new 
health and strength for the coming year's work, 
and are free from late hours and every flavor of 
physical or moral excess or dissipation. Most 
people, who in theory fully believe in the great 
advantages of outdoor life and recreations, lack 
initiativ to use them unless the way is made 
unusually easy. As a mountain vacation is 
chiefly for life with nature, the club offers so 
many inducements to outdoor life in every 
practicable healthgiving form, that both young 
and old who have never done so before usually 
enter heartily into it. Boating, golf, driving and 
autos (80 horses and 3 autos) as great specialties 
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have been made distinct departments. Other 
outdoor recreations, games and sports and 
general athletics, with mountain climbing, camp- 
ing and fieldwork in exploration and study of this 
wonderful region, are groupt under department 
A, Amusements. Indoor amusements are de- 
partment I. Special circulars give details for 
golf and driving.

It seats 1000 and 
its stage is ample for 100 actors. Two campfires 
right and left of the stage moderate chilly nights 
and fire lines are laid for possible emergency. A 
40 foot barkcovered spruce log shields the elec- 
tric footlights. The electric lights are so ar- 
ranged overhead in tree tops or behind trunks as 
not to shine in the eyes of the audience. It is 
called Arden from the scene oi As you like it, 
the first of the 4 Shakspere plays with which it 
was most successfully opend by Ben Greet and 
his woodland players. 

Weekly features Besides the constant succes- 
sion of spontaneous programs for small and large 
parties, certain days, weather permitting, are 
usually assignd to club features: Tuesday and 
Friday nights music and dancing; Wednesday 
and Saturday nights, lake fires. Afternoons: 
Tuesday and Friday, Forest courts outdoor 
games; Wednesday, rowing, sailing, paddling, 
and swimming races and other lake matches; 
Saturday, tournaments and teas on golf links. 
Annuals These are: field days for outdoor 
games, sports and track athletics; golf tourna- 
ments; floats and illuminations with lake fires 
and music; regattas; cotillions; cathedral and 
Indian council fires. Some of these annuals are 
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given, as interest warrants, 2 or 3 times to accom- 
modate those in residence only the first or last 
half of the season. 

Golf The finest mountain views of the Adiron- 
dacks are from the widely famed club links. 
The leading Scotch expert, Alex. H. Findlay, 
laid out both a 1545 yard course for ladies and 
beginners, and an j8 hole course of 6335 yards 
for experts. The 300 acres of land, putting and 
fair greens, water hazards, 12 camps and large 
golfhouse having commodious separate rooms 
for men and women, library, writing tables, stone 
fireplace, kitchen, cold room for soft drinks, 200 
lockers, showers, lavatories, tool room, caddy 
room, quarters for teacher, greenskeeper and 
caddymaster, with all needed conveniences, cost 
nearly $50,000 and offer unsurpast attractions to 
golfers either amateur or expert. There are also 
2 practise holes away from general observation. 
The best experts assured our golfers that with 
certain enlargements and improvements they 
would have the most attractiv golf course in the 
world. 10 members subscribed $1000 each and 
others smaller sums so that about $20,000 more 
has been spent in making golf the great club 
specialty. Frederick J. Pickering, reputed the 
best greenskeeper, was secured and supervises all 
improvements and takes permanent charge of 
the course. The club links in their setting of 
beautiful forest with mountain peaks on the 
entire horizon circle is admitted by all comers to 
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be the most attractiv combination yet made for 
the pleasure of golf enthusiasts. 
Athletics The 17 Forest and other courts and 
athletic field provide for tennis, basket, tether 
and base ball, quoits, archery, croquet or re que, 
lawn bowls, and other outdoor sports. 
Stadium Work began in 1908 on the stadium 
in the natural amphitheater between the short 
and long golf courses. This will give ideal 
grounds for baseball, cricket, lacrosse and other 
games requiring large level areas. A quarter 
mile running and cycle track will surround the 
stadium. On the natural grassy slopes, thou- 
sands can view the sports with no fear that their 
grand stand may collapse. 

Junior stadium The club has always aimd to be 
a paradise for children. Some of their special 
friends, unwilling that they should be driven from 
the large stadium when it was wanted by their 
elders (as it will be almost daily), have provided 
for grading a junior stadium, on the edge of 
Brookwood, only 3 minutes away, where the 
youngsters can have, unmolested, ideal facilities 
for a score of outdoor games. 
Boating The club has a fleet of 150 guide and 
row boats, skiffs, gigs, paddling, sailing, canvas 
and birch bark canoes, working, family, sail and 
other favorit small craft, from the extra wide and 
safe family boats (both wood and steel) to the nar- 
row outrigd racers with sliding seats and spoons 
for expert oarsmen. So large a variety and so 
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high a grade of boats are seldom seen at any 
resort. The club has its own boat and repair 
shops with power and all needed machinery. 
Canoes The unusual safety of Mirror lake 
peculiarly adapts it to paddling and sailing 
canoes, of which there are 50, including the best 
Rushton, Canada, Peterboro, canvas and birch 
bark models. The very large boat and canoe

houses are specially fitted for comfort and con- 
venience with balconies, dressing rooms, lockers, 
waiting room, repair shop. Above them are the 
2 lake houses with open fires. 
Motor boats There are 20 motor boats. 5 gaso- 
lene launches carry from 5 to 40 people each. 
The 1 5 electric boats are so simple that children 
use them freely alone. They are charged over- 
night and either sold or rented by the week, day 
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or hour. Early application will insure reserva- 
tion of these very desirable labor-saving boats, 
which can be used safely even by those who can 
neither row nor paddle. A new pier with launch 
slips under it was bilt in 1907 midway between 
the Lakeside and Forest lakehouses. It adjoins 
Vangard with its dynamo, engins, lathes and 
complete facilities for charging batteries and 
repairing launches.

Winter 

Adirondack winter Few without the actual 
experience realize the beauty and resources of 
the Adirondacks in winter. Nature is always 
at her best when the crowd is away. The club 
is the pioneer in satisfactory winter opening, and 
more and more people are learning to know and 
love the winter forest. 

The club is open in winter specially : 

1 For members and their friends for country 
house parties or winter outings. 

2 For those recovering from some illness, 
specially nervous breakdown, or needing rest 
after overwork or any strain. For these, climate, 
scenery, equipment, table and home comforts are 
much better adapted than at sanitariums or 
other winter resorts. As consumptivs are 
rigidly excluded, no one need fear contact with 
tuberculosis. See also p. 77. 

Winter clubhouse The first winter opening in 
1903 was an experiment to accommodate a few 
members. It was so great a success that the 
repeatedly increast provision of winter rooms 
could not keep pace with the growing number of 
winter visitors till Forest Hall, our largest and 
finest clubhouse, was bilt in 1906 for use all the 
year. It connects by a glass inclosed solarium 
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with Forest Towers, and that by glass inclosed 
piazzas with Forest (the original winter house), 
making a chain of 5 bildings under one roof, with 
lavish provision of public rooms, 103 bedrooms, 
47 baths, and 45 open fires. Whenever required 
for house parties or housekeeping, 5 smaller 
winter houses a few steps away and 7 others on 
the club grounds are also available. 
Table An expert chef is in direct charge all the 
year, so that standards are the same winter and 
summer, the club table being not that of a hotel, 
but of a private home able to command the best. 
Open fires, steam and hot water heat All private 
rooms and baths as well as public rooms are 
amply heated: in Forest Hall by steam, in 
Forest Towers and Forest by hot water. There 
are also open fires in all private parlors, and in 
public rooms are massiv stone fireplaces. As 
there is more radiation than necessary for even 
the extremest cold, some rooms having a half 
dozen large radiators and fuel being burnt in 
immense quantities, the winter club is uniformly 
declared by guests to be more comfortable in 
both public and private rooms than many city 
houses. 

Double and triple windows To insure perfect 
comfort in the few extremely cold days, storm 
windows are added except in places left for airing. 
In exposed places, windows have 3 sheets of 
glass, making 2 dead air spaces. 
Ventilation Warm, pure air is secured by 30 
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Outdoor winter sports yj 

ventilating radiators taking outdoor air from 
their own level, and also by 30 open fires. 
Baths Every suite or room has either a private 
bath or easy access to a detacht bath, a total in 
the winter houses of 82 baths. 
Acetylene gas All houses are thoroly lighted 
with Coitus acetylene, which 6 years experience 
proves to be the best artificial light yet known to 
science and much safer than electricity. 
House parties This new club feature is now 
fairly started, and those who try a week or more 
in winter are sure to come again. A party may 
have a suite, a floor or a whole cottage. Nothing 
is more delightful for people who appreciate the 
beauty of the forest in its snow mantle. 
Health To regain health, the common verdict 
is that the winter club, free from all flavor which 
makes sanitariums so objectionable, exceeds 
them all as a place for the tired or convalescent 
to rest and gain new strength. Tuberculosis and 
ever}^ other disease which would be either dan- 
gerous or annoying are absolutely shut out, but 
any member who needs rest and the wonderful 
tonic air of the mountains will find this the best 
place for renewing health. 

Outdoor sports Sleighing and coasting, snow- 
shoeing, tobogganing, skiing, skating, hockey 
and all snow and ice sports offer ample induce- 
ment to live much outdoors. The toboggan 
slide from the top of the golf house gives over a 
quarter mile nin to the Wilmington'road. There 
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is also fox and rabbit hunting on all sides, but as 
a protection against a common forest danger no 
shooting is allowd on the club estate. 

In 1908, experience proved that afternoon 
teas, camp dinners, climbing ^nd even all night 
camping parties were on the winter list. With 
proper clothing and outfit, ladies' joind in all 
these new experiences, which had been thought

out of the question in winter till the meeting here 
of the snowshoe section of the Appalachian 
mountain club. 

Dry cold With the thermometer below zero, 
even those used only to the city find camping 
parties delightful. Till they try it, they can not 
understand the comfort to be had in the tonic, 
dry cold of the north, which has no terrors for 
those properly drest.

livery has new and comfortable single, double 
and 4 in hand sleighs with furs, arctic driving 
bags and foot warmers, so that the most ' 
delicate can go out all winter. 

All the m^.ny drives may be taken as in summer, 
and the scenery is not less bsautiful with its vivid 
contrasts of color; snow white peaks clear cut 
against the deep blue of the sky or flushing crim- 
son at sunset, and dark green pines laden with 
snow. Traind saddle horses are also available 
all the year. 
Walks Choice of walks is wider than in summer 
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A Forest Hall private parlor 
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In Forest Towers octagon 
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as soon as the snow is packt or crusted, for one 
may go where he will on snowshoes, climbing- 
Cobble, Whitney or even Whiteface, Tahawus 
and the other great peaks. 

Golf October, November, May and June golf is 
becoming more and more popular, and during 
winter snows of December to March is sometimes 
playd on the ice with red balls. 
Indoor amusements For the long winter even- 
ings and stormy days there is a spacious game 
room and smokery with huge stone fireplaces,, 
pool, and billiard tables, Tivoli pool, shuffleboard 
and numerous table and other games. 

Installation of the central heating plant in 
1908 allowd this great game room to be doubled 
in size by takii^g in all the space occupied by the 
3 boilers, fuel, storage, etc. This gives ample 
room for several more billiard, pool and other 
tables. 

Library The library, the largest and finest room 
at the club, has several thousand volumes on low 
open shelves, and regularly receives 50 magazines 
and papers. The library has 2 great stone fire- 
places and is flooded with light by day and amply 
furnisht with low reading lights at night. No 
such provision for readers has ever before been 
offerd in the Adirondacks. 

Music A Pianola piano in the cypress room with 
500 carefulty selected rolls, a Sohmer grand in 
the library for expert pianists besides a Chicker- 
ing piano in the game room and a growing music 
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library provide unusual facilities for music lovers. 
Winter prices From October i to June 30, 
rooms, baths, boats, golf, billiards, etc. are half, 
livery and motor cars four-fifths summer prices. 
Tho it costs more to furnish the table in winter, 
meals are the same price as in summer, $2.50 a 
day, or $2 to members. 
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Trains There are 2 thru D & H trains and 2 
mails daily. The NYC last winter ran a thru 
New York sleeper each way twice a week and 
encourages us to hope for thru Pullman service 
daily next winter. D & H trains connect with 
NYC trains at Saranac Lake (10 miles). If 
connection is mist or guests prefer, a club sleigh 
will on request meet them at Saranac station. 
Railway winter and spring half rates Round 
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trip tickets at one fare plus $1 from Boston, New 
York, Buffalo and all principal stations between 
these points and Placid'are usually sold January 
1-15, June 1-15, and Sept. 15 till early October, 
good for return till the end of the month. 

A growing number of club members and their 
friends take advantage of the reduced rates and 
the great improvements at the club to enjoy the 
marvelous beauties of midwinter and spring so 
seldom seen by city visitors. The wonderful 
autumn foliage is no more beautiful than the 
fairyland made by snow on our countless ever- 
greens and the awakening to life of forest and 
field thru a green mist of opening buds in May 
and early June.
